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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

1. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Sabouri et al. (US 

Patent 6,925,172). 

Claims 1-11 are limited to "a hybrid circuit for bidirectional communication over a 
communication line" that was shown to be anticipated by Sabouri in the previous Non- 
Final Office Action filed 19 September 2005. The claims have not been amended, nor 
are the applicant's arguments persuasive. Therefore, claims 1-1 1 are rejected for the 
same reasons previously presented in the Non-Final Office Action. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 19 January 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

With respect to claims 1-11, the applicant alleges that Sabouri fails to disclose 
all limitations of the claim, specifically "the first through fourth impedances," to which the 
examiner respectfully disagrees. The applicant correctly notes that impedance denotes 
elements that potentially have non-zero resistive and reactive components. However, 
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the applicant belies his argument by indicating that an impedance circuit element could 
conceivably be purely resistive. See page 5, lines 20-21 . The applicant asserts that the 
reverse, however, is not true; essentially that a resistive element does not contain 
reactance, and therefore, is not an impedance. This statement is confusing because it 
seems to suggest that any element that merely resists is both an impedance element 
and a resistor, but that a resistor (a device that merely resists) is not an impedance 
element. 

The above point notwithstanding, attention is drawn to the applicant's 
specification, which explicitly defines an impedance element as a simple resistor. In 
particular, paragraph 36 recites, "in a first implementation the middle impedance 13 is a 
simple resistor;" paragraph 39 recites, "the first and third impedance... are purely 
resistive;" and paragraph 49 recites, "selecting for example a very small resistor value 
for the fifth and the sixth impedance." These three excerpts clearly show that the 
applicant actually considers a resistor/resistance as an impedance element, which 
renders the applicant's arguments completely moot. Therefore, as all of the applicant's 
arguments have been shown to be either moot or unpersuasive, the rejections of claims 
1-11 are maintained.
